Reported  sighting  of  object  by  aforementioned  persons  ooourred  between 
21351  hours  and  2300  hours,  11  Novenber  1952,  and  sightings  by  the  various 
individuals  were  made  fro*  their  duty  stations  at  widely  scattered  lo- 
cations on  the  A.E.C.  installation.  Observers  report  the  shape  of  the 
objeot  - round}  speed  of  object  - practically  motionless ; sound  - none} 
odor  - non#}  altitude  - no  estimate}  and  color  - red,  white,  and  green 
(Alternating  and  bright).  It  was  the  opinion  of  all  observers  that  the 
objeot  in  question  was  a star.  Observers  kept  the  objeot  in  sight  from 
five  (£)  minutes  to  one  and  one-half  (l£)  hours.

1.  The  following  information  is  being  forwarded  to  your  Headquarters 
for  whatever  action  you  nay  deem  appropriate. 

2.  On  Saturday,  15  November  1952  at  021*0  hours.  Captain  !MM. 

, a Special  Agent  of  Uth  District,  OSI,  and  a pilot  with 

approximately  1000  hours  including  combat  time,  along  with  his  wife, 
1WWWM,  observed  an  unidentified  aerial  object.  The  object 
passed  over  their  house  at  WWWW  slightly  to  the  East.  The 
sound,  which  drew  Cap  tain  to  the  window  of  his  home,  as  close  as 

he  can  relate  it,  was  similar  to  a flight  of  jets,  six  (o)  or  mors,  at 
very  low  altitude.  However,  on  observing  the  position  of  this  unidenti- 
fied object,  its  altitude  was  estimated  at  1*000  feet  moving  in  a southerly 
direction.  All  that  could  be  observed  was  a white  or  pale  blue  light 
moving  at  a speed  in  excess  of  any  conventional  aircraft  ever  observed  by 
the  Captain  or  his  wife.  There  were  no  wing  lights 5 and  from  the  angle 
first  observed,  a green,  right  wing,  light  as  well  as  a white  light 
shoxild  have  been  seen.  The  total  time  of  observation  was  some  seven  (7) 
or  eight  (8)  seconds  before  this  craft  made  a left  tun,  to  the  south, 
that  3eemed  normal  and  made  an  abnormal  ascent  of  about  a 1*5 -degree  angle. 
Even  after  the  object  made  its  turn,  the  white  light  was  still  observed 
but  went  out  slightly  after  the  object  started  climbing.

This  was  due  to 
tho  fact  that  tbs  airman  could  not  be  located  prior  to  sending  the  TWA,  ’uaving  been  off 
duty,  and  was  mis-identified  when  inquiries  were  made  at  the  motor  pool. 


11.  a.  The  object  was  elliptical  in  shape,  single  in  number  and  blue-white  in  color 
when  stationary.  Movement  was  erratic  and  when  motion  was  observed  a rad  glow  appeared 
opposite  the  direction.  The  glow  3*#ised  to  trail  tlm  movement.  Due  to  the  distance 
from  the  observers,  specific  cownsnt  as  to  sound,  aerodynamic  features  cannot  be  made. 
The  object  was  observed  for  between  5-7  minutea.  During  that  time  it  passed  thru  an 
area  of  7<P  heading  290®  to  and  an  area  of  20°  above  the  horizon  to  50®  above. 

The  flight  path  waa  erratic.  It  was  this  fact  that  first  brought  the  object  to  the 
observers  attention.  It  moved  at  high  speed  and  then  stopped.  It  would  reverse  direc- 
tion and  hover.  It  remained  north  of  Wichita  motldnless  for  approximately  two  minutes. 
It  then  moved  another  10®  to  an  approximate  north  heading  and  climbed  away,  disappear- 
ing at  an  angle  of  approximately  50°  - see  diagram

WE  fa ck  a mrsTEBY  of  outer  space 

even  more  arresting  than  the  un- 
solved “flying  saucers." 

It  it  the  mystery  of  the  giant 
green  fireballs. 

Nine  of  them  flashed  across  the  skies  of  the 
Southwestern  U.S.  late  last  year.  Each  van- 
ished as  though  its  light  had  been  switched 
off.  No  trace  of  a single  one  has  been  found. 

People  here  are  used  to  ‘‘mysteries."  They 
live  next  door  to  the  super-secret  atomic  en- 
ergy plant  at  Los  Alamos.  At  the  edge  of  town 
is  the  armed  forces'  Sandia  Base,  where  the 
atom  bomb  is  assembled.  Across  the  state  is 
the  rocket  laboratory  of  White  Sands.  They 
know  what  technical  wonders  om  scientists 
can  produce. 

• But  when  they  see  a green  ball  bright  as  the 
moon  streaking  silently  across  their  skies,  they 
■know  no  ordinary  event  is  taking  place. 

• They  know,  too,  that  this  is  no  “flying 
saucer"  hoax,  based  on  flimsy  evidence  from  a 
few  observers.  Already,  more  than  165  separate 
written  reports  are  on  flic  concerning  one 
giant  fireball  seen  on  November  2.  Sober  scien- 
tific observers  are  beginning  to  think  that  the 
answer  to  the  fireball  riddle  may  mark  a mile- 
stone in  our  knowledge  of  outer  space.  » 
o What  is  the  green  fireball  seen  only  in  our 
Southwest?  A brand  new  meteor  - or  some- 
thing much  more  frightening,  possibly  long- 


range  guided  missiles  or  even  space  vehicles? 

One  place  to  start  unraveling  the  mystery 
is  on  a dirt  road  snaking  across  the  New  Mexico 
desert  one  Sunday  night  last  November. 

Overhead,  stars  glistened  in  the  clear,  light 
air.  Along  the  rutted  road  trundled  a rebuilt 
Jeep  at  25  miles  per  hour.  Riding  inside  were 
three  University  of  New  Mexico  students,  Ted 
Chamberlain  (above),  a tall,  lithe  senior  in 
geology,  his  friend,  Ous  Armstrong,  owner  of 
the  jeep,  and  a third  lad,  Tom  Debooy.  . 

It  was  nearly  9,  and  the  youths  were  return- 
ing from  an  antelope  hunt  on  the  San  Augus- 
tin plains  near  Magdalena.  In  the  rear  of  the 
jeep  lay  their  kill,  a medium-sized  buck.  Sud- 
denly, all  three  were  blinded  for  a half -second.

The  Jeep  Ran  Wild 

Lab  in  the  Northwest  sky  burned  a giant 
green  fireball  falling  fast  at  an  angle  of 
about  35  degrees.  Its  tail  was  whitish,  but 
the  ball  itself  was  the  radiant  color  of  a green 
neon  tube-or,  as  Chamberlain  recalls,  of  cop- 
per burning  in  a laboratory  burner.

• “We  both  commented  at  the  time  that  it 
was  by  far  the  brightest  meteor  we  had  seen 
in  10  years  of  flying,"  Ballard  said  later.

An  observant 
12-year-old  girl,  Livinla  Ann  Rife,  of  Santa  Fe, 
saw  it  and  described  its  head  as  “rounded, 
bluish-green,  with  an  or&ngy-red  tail.” 

• Scientists  at  Los  Alamos  saw  the  display 
and  reported  on  it.  So  did  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration's  tower  man  at  Truth  and 
Consequences,  N.M.  So  did  Walter  Haas,  of  La^ 
Cruces,  an  experienced  observer  of  meteors. 

So  did  Julian  B.  Blue  Jacket,  a Navajo. 

Some  westerners  blamed  the  collapse  of  a 
water  tower  at  Tucumcarl,  N.M.,  (which  killed 
four) , on  such  a fireball.  Investigation  showed 
the  flash  seen  at  the  moment  of  collapse  came 
from  short-circuited  electric  lines. 

But  to  all  who  have  seen  them,  sight  of  the 
great  green  fireballs  flashing  through  the 
heavens  is  an  unforgettable  experience. 

They,  like  thousands  of  other  Americans 
here,  have  wondered  what  they  are. 

No  government  source  knows-or  M any  does 
know,  it  isn’t  saying.  That  goes  for  the  giant 
Atomic  Energy  installation  at  Los  Alamos,  and 
for  the  careful  technicians  at  Sandia  Base 
here.  The  Department  of  Defense  is  also  mum, 
although  various  intelligence  and  scientif\ 
agencies  of  the  government  have  shown  in 
terest  in  the  fireball  mystery.

For  15  years.  Dr.  LaPaz  says,  scientists  have 
speculated  on  the  possible  existence  of  what 
they  call  "contraterrene"  material. 

Such  material-lf  any  could  ever  be  found 
and  handled,  which  is  impossible-woiild  look 
Just  like  ordinary  matter. 

But  it  would  be  matter  built  backwards. 
Where  the  nucleus  of  ordinary  atoms  has  a 
positive  charge,  its  nucleus  would  have  a nega- 
tive charge.  And  where  ordinary  electrons 
.ve  a negative  charge,  contraterrene  elec- 
trons would  have  a positive  charge. 

This  means  Just  one  thing:  the  Instant  con-

How  con  we  solve  the  riddle? 

"We  must  try  to  do  as  we  have  done  with 
countless  celestial  objects  before,"  says  Dr. 
LaPaz.  "We  must  find  a piece  of  one  and  ex- 
amine it  in  a scientific  laboratory .” 

• “We  already  know  of  several  places  to  look. 
But  to  search  effectively,  we  must  have  as 
many  as  5,000  men,  who  can  examine  the 
‘strewn  field’  yard  by  yard,  and  foot  by  foot. 
And  even  then,  1/  the  fireballs  are  contrater- 
rene  matter,  we  shall  have  no  success. 

• "But  if  we  do  find  bits  of  metallic  alloy 
'which  could  burn  with  a green  flame,  we  may 
well  have  a piece  of  a green  fireball. 

• “And  from  this  piece  we  can  surely  say 
whether  It  originated  in  space,  or  hi  some 
frighteningly  advanced  laboratory. 

"For  science,  and  for  our  own  safety,  we 
should  make  such  a search  soon.”  m 
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the  Mathematics  and  Astronomy  department 
at  the  University  of  New  Mexico  here,  and  also 
Director  of  the  University’s  unique  Institute 
of  Meteoritics  (meteor  studies).  He  says  this: 

OThe  green  fireballs  of  1951  could  be  a 
brand  new  kind  of  meteor. 

Certainly  they  differ  from  ordinary 
fireballs  - big  meteors  bright  enough  to  cast 
a shadow  and  which  usually  end  in  an  ex- 


traceless green  fireballs?  If  it  is,  it  would  form 
one  of  the  most  dramatic  scientific  discoveries 
of  our  time. 

But  there  is  another  possible  explanation. 
Dr.  LaPaz  thinks:  • 

ya  The  green  fireballs  could  be  thrown  by 
E'l  man-ominously  enough  in  the  form  of 
guided  missiles. 

In  the  region  of  White  Sands  Proving 
Ground  and  the  Sandia  Weapons  Base,  such 
a hypothesis  is  tempting.  But  Dr.  LaPaz  does 
not  endorse  it.  He  does,  however,  offer  two  sug- 
gestive facts: 

• Fact  1:  Any  tests  of  long-range  guided  mis- 
siles by  friendly  or  enemy  countries  would 
probably  take  place  during  a meteor  shower,  as 
suggested  by  Dr.  Louis  Ridenour  in  1046.
